Equipment review: 

The Radio Shack DX-394 an underrated rig... 

I recently came home with a Radio Shack DX-394 table-top 
receiver to add tc the shack. I unpacked it with relatively low 
expectations, but I've been pleasantly surprised! 

Here's what's good about it: It's actually pretty sensitive; 
with a decent antenna it pulls in everything I can get on the 
Yaesu! Selectivity does leave a lot to be desired, but for the 
price you can't complain too much. You can access any of the 
normal SW bands with a single key-press, and you can easily 
punch in any frequency you want in mere seconds. And it's got 
160 memories; waayyy more than the Yaesu or my old Icom R70. 
I've already heard Radio Nonsense and Voice of the Rock on it - 
in only a few weeks. \ 



What's bad about it? In reality you have to expect some design 
flaws and cost-cutting measures, and the DX394 is no exception. 
The noise blanker simply doesn't do anything. The 160 memories 
are arranged in banks of 10 for each "normal" SW band - that 
was probably supposed to be a feature, but it wasn't thought 
out too well; all memories should be globally available. The 
AGC is very slow. The audio output is rather tinny. And there's 
severe cross-talk with strong stations. All of these flaws are 
fixable, however, if you're handy with a very small soldering 
iron and a magnifying glass (it's surface mount stuff). 

My overall impression is that if I had a choice of the DX-394 
or another venerable Icom R70 - I'd choose the DX-394! And 
here's the best part: Although originally priced at a rather 
high $400, they are already discontinued by the Shack and are 
being closed out at a measly US$169 (or so - depends on the 
store), and if you wait a while the display models will be sold 
off at $99. Now there's a deal you can't beat with a stick! 

Probably the best radio the Shack has sold in a good many 
years; get 'em while you can.

Interview with a Pirate OP 

we talk to PJ Sparx of WREC 

A few days ago we called PJ and asked if he'd mind giving an 
interview; he agreed. Most of the conversation went like this: 

VR: Why did you decide to start broadcasting? 

PJ: Mainly for the fun of it. I also wondered how easy it would 
be to get on the air. 

VR: When was your first actual broadcast? 

PJ: The first broadcast followed two test transmissions (which 
were heard by AY and jta) and took place on March 13th, 1993. 
WREC was heard in NY, PA, OH, and RI on that transmission. 

VR: over the 5.5 years of broadcast activity, what equipment 
did vou use? 

PJ: Kenwood TS450S, Johnson Viking II, Heathkit DX40, and an 
Animal Grenade were all used at various times. Antennas were 
two dipoles at 40 and 50 feet above ground. 

VR: How well were you heard? 

PJ: Quite well. WREC was heard in 4 6 OS states, 8 Canadian 
provinces, and at least 20 countries. 

VR: Were you satisfied with the quality of the material you 
relayed? 

PJ: Dhhhh, well, hot all of it. 
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VR: What made you decide to stop broadcasting? 

PJ: Kinda got tired of it; I did everything I wanted to do. 

VR: So what were your goals when you started? 

PJ: To be heard all over the world, to issue more than 1000 
QSLs, and to be voted the Best station in the ACE Poll. 

VR: Think you'll ever return to the air? 

PJ: Well, there's always the possibility, but it's unlikely in 
the near future. 

VR: Any opinion on the so-called "studio pirates"? 

PJ: Some of the programs were very well done, but some should 

never have been sent out on tape. 

VR: How do you see the future of Free Radio? 

PJ: Most likely fewer broadcasts, definitely fewer relays. And 
just maybe better radio overall. 

VR: Any closing comments? 

PJ: If I had forseen the controversy my retirement would create 
in the FRN Grapevine, I would never have retired! 

I want to thank everyone who has supported WREC over the last 5 
1/2 years by sending reception reports, feedback, relay tapes, 
etc. Thanks for listening and being there!

CLANDESTINE PROFILE

AFGHANISTAN AND SUDAN 

The August 20 cruise missile attack by the United States on radical Arabic fundamentalist 
camps in Afghanistan and a factory in Sudan have caused our attention to focus on these two 
countries. As usual, one of the first places to go for information on clandestine radio activity in 
these two countries is the outstanding Clandestine Radio Intel internet web site. I received a 
couple of messages from Martin Schoech in Germany that explained some delays in scheduled 
updates to this site in August. Our own Nick Grace, who works on this site with Martin, was 
called unexpectedly out of town for a period on business. Nick has now returned, and it is 
likely that the site will have been updated by the time that you read this column. So, point your 
browser to http://www.qsl.net/ybOrmi/cland.htm for the latest developments. 

There are two Afghan clandestines listed on the CR1 web site. One, Radio Afghanistan, is the 
station of the opposition to the fundamentalist Muslim Taliban government, which now 
controls a huge majority of the land area of Afghanistan. The latest logs of this one indicate 
that it is noted with one hour programs in Pashto end Dari on 7084v kHz at 0230, 0730, 1230, 
and 1430 UTC. Given these times, we don't see many logs of the station from North America. 
But, as the days gel shorter into the fall, we might have a shot at he 0230 UTC transmission 
through 40 meter digital ham QRM, at least in the eastern part of North America. Speculation 
from BHCMS and other sources, cited in the CRI web site, suggests that the transmitter of this 
Station might be in Pakistan, possibly sharing transmitters with the Voice of Free Tajikistan. 
The clandestine has been with us since January in 1997. 

The oilier station listed in CRI is the Voice of Shari'a, translating to the Voice of Islamic Law. 
This one is the station of the Taliban rebels in Afghanistan. I suppose we might want to drop 
the word "rebels" from a description like this, given the fact that the Taliban now controls the 
Afghan government, a substantial majority of the population of the country, and an increasing 
portion of the land area. This one uses 7200 kHz, with times noted during the last year around 
0230 and 1330 UTC. Shows allegedly run for 75 minutes. They also use medium wave 
frequencies of 1 107 and 1278 that should be virtually impossible from North America. Once 
again, our best shot for this tough DX would seem to be the 0230 UTC transmission. The 
transmitter supposedly is in Kandahar, Afghanistan. Local Pashto and Dari languages make up 
the programming. 

CRI also lists two active clandestines that target Sudan. One goes by three ID's: Radio of the 
Voice of Liberty and Renewal, Voice of the Sudan Alliance Forces, and Voice of the Popular 
Armed Uprising. In Arabic the ID is Sawt Nedal al-Shab al-Sudany al-Mosalah. This one is 
operated with the Sudan Alliance Forces, a subgroup of the National Democratic Alliance 
consisting largely of northern Sudan military personnel and fonricr members of the Sudan 
government. It's used Arabic since May 1998. We don't see many North American logs from 
this one, which is on around 1600 UTC for an hour on 6999 or 7000 kHz. If you defy the 
impossible propagation conditions and actually hear this one, allegedly it uses a Canadian 
maildrop at 37 Cassidy Slice! tf 228, Kingston, Ontario K7K 7B3. 
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Another Sudanese clandestine is the voice of the Sudanese National Democratic Alliance from 
the eastern part of Sudan. Their Arabic ID is Izaat-tu Sawt-u ad-Dimukratiyah Sudan, which in 
English amounts to the Voice of Sudan. They have been on since August 1995, normally in 
Arabic but with occasional English segments. This one has been widely heard, and has even 
been logged in past ACE Clandestine Profile columns. They air two hour broadcasts at 0400 
and 1600 UTC on variable frequencies between 7994 and 8000 kHz. Two addresses are 
apparently good, including 16 Cameret Court, Lome Gardens, London Wl 1 4 XX, England and 
1*0 Dox 4961, Asmara, Eritrea. Speculation centers on Eritrea as a transmitter site. 

1 have no knowledge of a clandestine station associated with Osama bin Laden, the 
multimillionaire Saudi Arabian who is alleged by the United States to be the leader of the 
group targeted by the military attacks. Press accounts have noted that he has been expelled 
from Saudi Arabia, partly at the request of the USA. Numerous press accounts also note that 
Afghanistan has been friendly to radical Islamic terrorist groups under the government of the 
Taliban. 

1 heard a report on the DBC that the government of Pakistan had complained that one of the 
USA cruise missiles had landed by mistake in Pakistan, with some fatalities, but 1 have seen 
nothing about this report in the USA press. Pakistan has been upset that the cruise missiles flew 
over Pakistan territory on the way to Afghanistan. But, you will note that Pakistan appears to be 
hedging its bets by possibly being the QTU for the anti-Tailban rebel clandestine. I Tie Sudan 
government has also been upset at the attacks. Certainly more news will be available by the 
time that this column reaches your mailbox. But, it would be a good idea to keep our eyes on 
possible associations between the Afghan and Sudanese clandestines and the confrontation 
between the USA and Osama bin Laden.

This book is a tremendously 
valuable reference for clandestine DXers. Unlike the WRTH, Magne's book always has a 
detailed discussion of clandestine radio stations with their addresses (when known). This 
includes a substantial quantity of quasi-clandestine stations that purchase time on USA and 
Costa Rican shortwave stations, as well as a large number of pure clandestines around he 
world. Frequencies and times for the pure clandestine broadcasters are found within the 
Passport blue pages section. IBS maintains a web site with the latest information on the book's 
availability, so http://www.passport.com is a good place to check out.

This month we have news from two Cuban web sites that we frequently have mentioned in the 
past.

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TIDY COMMENTS ON ACE WEB SITE AND WW H CLANDESTINES 

I received a helpful e-mail from Roger Tidy in the UK, whose rogertidy@ndirect.co.uk 

address is a contact point Roger comments on the ACE web site: 

" The second paragraph says, "Many historical clandestines have become legendary. Axis Sally 
and Tokyo Rose arc well known German and Japanese broadcasters from World War U..." 
Although it is not stated explicitly, this suggests that these broadcasts were clandestines. In 
fact. Axis Sally (real name Mildred Gillars. who broadcast under the nickname "Midge at the 
Mike") spoke to North America over the overt Reichsrundsfunk's external service. She was not 
a clandestine broadcaster. " Tokyo Rose" was a generic term applied to just about any female 
announcer on Radio Tokyo's broadcasts to American forces. The name was not used on the air. 
Iva Toguri A'Aquino, who stood trial for her Japanese broadcasts after the war, actually 
broadcast under the name "Orphan Annie." As her broadcasts went out over the official Radio 
Tokyo, they were not clandestine." 

"The Germans did, however, direct clandestine broadcasts to the USA. There may have been 
several but (he one I know about is Station Debunk, which initially claimed to broadcast from 
Iowa. Its speakers were Dr. Herbert Burgman (a former employee of the US embassy in 
Berlin), the brothers Edward and Charles Sittler and Julius Kraus. (See Hitler's Airwaves by 
Ilorst Bergmeier and Ranier Lotz)." 

"I am currently researching the history of radio propaganda and would welcome any 
information you might have, especially concerning World War II clandestines targeted at the 
USA or its armed forces. Apparently the Nazis planned an "astrological" clandestine for the 
American audience. There was also, I believe, a station known as "Die Stimme dcr Freiheit" 
beamed to the German community in the USA. Do you have any information on these?" 

We thank Roger for this interesting commentary. Does anyone have any information that might 
be helpful to Roger? If so, he would welcome it via the e-mail address above. 1 also want to 
thank Kirk Trammel and John Cruzan, who are assisting in occasional revisions to the 
Clandestine Profile portion of the ACE web site. I'll have to work on some updates to reflect 
Roger's comments when 1 get a chance.

BBCMS PROFILES 

Courtesy of Bob Grove and Monitoring Times magazine, we have a couple of Ethiopian 
clandestine items this month from BBCMS that overflowed from MT's coverage. We thank 
Bob. 

The Voice of Oromo Liberation, using an Oromo language Sagalee Billisumma Oromoo ID, is 
the voice of the Oromo Liberation Front. It emerged from a transmitter in Sudan in 1988, but it 
moved in 1993 to WWCR in Tennessee, and in 1995 to W1IRI in Indiana. BBCMS says that 
since January 1998 the relay has been via Deutsche Telekom's transmitters in Germany. They 
arc scheduled for an hour at 1700 UTC on 1 1605 kHz. If you want to send them a report, SBO, 
Prinzenallce 81, 13357 Berlin, Germany is the address to use. They also maintain a USA 
address at PO Box 73247, Washington, DC 20056. 

Radio Rainbow, the Vice of PeaM and Brotherhood, has been on the air since September 1997. 
It is the voice of an Ethiopian opposition group known as the Research and Action Group for 
Peace in Ethiopia and tlx- Hon. of Africa. As is the case with Oromo, they use the German 
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Telecom transmitters. One hour broadcasts in Amharic arc scheduled at 0100 UTC on 9855 
kHz at 0900 UTC on 5910 kHz, and at 1600 UTC on 15105 kHz. The Amharic ID for this one 
is "kesledamena rediyo ye selamena yewendimamach dimtse." The address for reports is 
RAPEHGA, l'O Box 140 104, 53056 Bonn, Germany. 

PROGRAMMING ON VOICE OF REBELLIOUS IRAQ 

MT received an item on the Voice of Rebellious Iraq that unfortunately got separated from the 
contributor, whose name was Todd. The Global Intelligence Update noted on July 8 that the 
Supreme Assembly of the Islamic Revolution in Iraq issued a statement on the Voice of 
Rebellious Iraq, claiming that Mujahedin rebels attacked the Uaath party headquarters in Najaf, 
Iraq on June 25. The attack was said to be in retaliation for the mid-June assassination of 
Ayatollah Mir/.a Ali Gharavi. The announcement also claimed responsibility for attacks on 
Baalh party offices in Basra, Iraq on June 7 and June 14, as well as a June 13 wounding of Iraqi 
National Assembly member Hamid Sha'ban Kazim in Baghdad.

Dr Steven Dick and Dr. Walter McDowell of the Department of Radio and Television at 
Soullicin Illinois University send in word that they are conducting a research study called the 
| ree Radio Assessment Project. They are trying to gather information on the behavior and 
motivations of Free Radio operators in North America. A twelve question research instrument 
asks pirate operators to discuss their programming, audience, goals, and so forth_ Dick and 
McDowell note that all respondents to their survey can be assured of absolute confidentiality. 
Their research model has been reviewed and approved by the Southern Illinois University 
College Human Subjects Committee. They promise that when they have published results, they 
will share them with publications such as The ACE.

AND THE LEGAL BATTLES ENSUE: Yes, now that Stephen Dunifer and other high- 
profile free radio/microbroadcasting enthusiasts have been ruled against, the "bust-the- 
door-down!" policy seemingly has begun at the FCC. Now that I am FINALLY on-line, 1 
can better glean information pertaining to the legal battles and what folks are doing- and I 
have to thank my fellow columnists for clueing me in when I was clueless! But I'm 
learning as fast as I can, so thanks for YOUR patience! 

Several micro-casters have sent me station profiles (as you'll read shortly) but the one that 
shocked me was last month's news of Radio Mutiny-what a Gestapo attitude the FCC has 
taken! To show that a small station CAN cover a small town, here's an excerpt from a 
forwarded e-mail message from a young man "up north": 

"I was operating on 92.7 MHz mono at about 12 watts 24 hours a day (most of the time) 
with a computer playing mp3 files all day. Two FCC guys came over today and I was at 
work so they talked to my step-mom. They flashed some kind of badge and asked to see 
the equipment. She told them they should wait until me or my dad got home." 

"One of them called me on the phone.. .said they'd been listening for a while (At this point, 
the agent cited he was in violation, asked his power output, asked if he sold ads and even 
told the operator his Ham callsign! Bud.) I told him I shut it A 
down. They are going to send me a letter...and want iw 
it back." 

"...it was fun white it lasted. 1 had TONS of listeners! (town's name) is a small city, But 
SO many people like it (the station)...Oh, well, I don't have $!0K laying around if I get 
fined. ..time to sell my equipment I guess. ..and I just (expletive!) ordered a stereo generator 



At least the FCC didn't cut his mom & dad's locks! But, for every battle lost like this, more 
battles start up and arc running! As is the following story shows, success DOES happen:

Maybe too good. The local "alternative" paper did a cover story one week and it was 
;d up by the local NBC-TV affiliate as well. The media publicity prompted a visit 
our friendly FCC field agents within 48 hours when we went on the air as scheduled." 

"Shortly after that evening's hroadi nst began, white station wagons and marked police cars 
were filling the strccl in front nl out sltulio The F( !C must have wanted to put on a show 
of force that night, possibly bceausc i wo television crews were on-hand to record the 
"pirate" bust. FCC and Othci ted:, as well .p. local eops skinned the property as helicopters 
circled and searchlights lil om neighborhood. The iwlghbofg must have thought we were 
serial killers." 



"After they walked around the apartment house for a few moments, taking notes, studying 
our antenna and talking about serious matters in hushed tomes, the lead FCC agent calmly 
approached the door with a few of his stormtroopers and a couple of cops. The TV 
cameras were steadily focused for his next move. He buzzed our intercom as the station 

continued to play. 'Hello, my name is of the Federal Communications Commission. 

We'd like to inspect your radio station', he said in a very serious manner." 

" 'Do you have a warrant?' was the reply. Mr. FCC agent paused, looked at his cronies, 
then at the cameras and then at the ground. "No, we do not', he answered, apparently 
wondering why he couldn't just barge in on these folks who were 'stealing' his air. It was 
truly a comedy of errors. We just kept the music playing. The agents walked away from 
the door and stayed for a while longer, taking more notes and listening to the station 
defiantly continue broadcasting. Finally, all but a few left, taking down license plate 
numbers and sipping coffee in their stylish station wagons. We continued to broadcast until 
our scheduled sign-off. " 

"We needed to get the transmitter out without being followed and getting it confiscated. 
Our idea? Get as many empty boxes as we could, put the transmitter in one of them and 
leave with all of them. They couldn't follow all of us and I don't think they tried when they 
saw what we were doing. After a short hiatus, Radio Free was back on the air." 

"We broadcasted successfully for a few more months with a final show on election night of 
'92. There was additional media attention, pius a rumored notice from the FCC that 
threatened fines totaling an alleged $18K...but none of us ever saw it. They sent it to 
someone else, who claimed they didn't run any radio station!" 

"Captain Cracker", as he wishes to be known, says that was his start into to micro'-casting. 
A few years later, he got itchy again, with "free speech issues popping up, and those 
clowns who keep trying to stifle free speech need to be taught a serious lesson", he says. 
So he's doing the home-brew method now, running 1.5 watts into a "jerry-rigged j-pole" 
and he & his partners are working on a 20 watt amp. Their plans are to move closer into 
the city once things are working well, but for now they cover a small town pretty well at 
104.9 MHz. Captain Cracker sent me a tape of the first 5 minutes of the "bust" with the 
TV in the background with audio as "it" happened, with the final portion as their final 
broadcast on Election Day 1992. Thanks, Captain and good luck in all of your future 
endeavors! 

On a more serious note: what are micro-'casters to do? My opinions are; I. Operate at 
levels as per Part 15 rules & regs and put out the best programming possible; 2. With 
several proposals before the FCC, YOUR COMMENTS COUNT! E-mail 'em, write to 
'em, let your voice be heard- you are a tax-paying American- you are paying THEIR 
salaries, so let them know you're dissatisfied with their performance, as any good employer 
would and let them know what you want DONE in the micro-radio world; 3. BE 
PERSISTENT BUT NOT ABUSIVE! If you have to, write 'em once or twice a week, but 
contact them. 

Even though the FCC commissioners are appointed, enough public sentiment MAY put 
pressure where it counts- let's see what happens, the opportumt.es are before us!

In the summer of 1990 I found myself as a radio operator with the U.S. Air Force 
stationed at Clark Air Base in the Philippines. Every so often while tuning in the 8 mHz 
band, I heard something that sounded similar to Chinese music. Once the receiver 
was tuned directly to 8300 kHz and set to AM mode, I discovered exactly what it was 
that I'd been hearing. It turned out to be what we now know as the "New Star" YL/CC 
numbers station. 

This station was the very first numbers station I ever heard. I must say it really 
intrigued me at the time since I didn't know what it was, and neither did anyone else in 
my unit. Unfortunately nobody spoke Chinese so we couldn't get a translation of the 
announcement at the beginning of the broadcast, let alone the number groups. The 
carrier on 8300 stayed up 24 hours a day with transmissions beginning at 00 and 30 
minutes past the hour. 

8300 kHz is not the only frequency in use by New Star. It is the most widely heard 
& reported, and is the only frequency on which I've logged New Star According to 
ENIGMA, the current frequencies in use are 8300, 8375, 9725, 11430, 13750, and 
15388. I can hear it on 8300 around 1200 UTC hero in the central U.S., although the 
signal is usually very weak. Monitors on the west COM! will probably have much better 
luck hearing it on all frequencies I have made a decent recording of New Star when I 
was in England of all places. 

Each transmission begun by playing a tune on an ( mental flute, which was followed 
by a female voice with an announcement in Chliume this was followed by a second 
female voice with nnothor announcement which wan In tin ci followed by the 4F groups. 
Each group is sent twice According to an article by .lerod I'oie in Iho July 1991 issue 
of Tho Numbers Factshoel compiled by (he Into Havana Moon, this announcement 
contains the station ID of "New Star Broadcasting Station." According to the article, 
broadcast times are also given in the announcement, but this has been in dispute. 
One problem is the lack of knowledge of the Chinese language by most SWLs to be 
able to understand exactly what is being said. 

There has been some speculation as to the operating agency and purpose of New 
Star. Once again, according to the article in The Numbers Factsheet, part of the 
announcement at the beginning of the broadcast refers to sending "telegrams." in the 
Far East, telegrams are sent using a four-digit number standing for each character, or 
ideogram, of the Chinese language. The numbers are then decoded at the receiving 
end. This gives a cover of legitimacy to the operation of New Star, except that the 
four-digit numbers never make any sense when converted to ideograms. It's obvious 
that four-digit cipher groups are being sent. 

It has been suggested that the whole New Star operation is simply a disinformation 
scheme by Taiwan to make the mainland Chinese government believe that there are 
Taiwanese agents operating inside China. This very well couid be, as with a!i 
numbers stations, but there are a few clues to suggest that there are people using 
New Star for communications purposes. One is the fact that some broadcasts have 
become computerized with the numbers being inserted by computer. If this were a 
simple disinformation operation, this wouldn't be necessary. Secondly, judging from 
the frequencies used, the operators want to ensure coverage into China. During the 
daylight hours, higher frequencies have to be used due to D-layer absorption of radio 
signals below 10 mHz or so. What I find odd is the lack of frequencies used below 8 
mHz. This would give excellent short-range coverage to China from laiwan during the 
night hours. There may be some lower frequencies in use, but they have never been 
logged by SWLs. \ 



New Star has always held a certain fascination for me. It will always be special to 
me as the first numbers station I ever heard, but I believe it intrigued me enough to 
become interested in numbers stations in general. It is certainly an interesting 
numbers station.
